Bushes become bigger, fuller, and bear more flow- 
ers in succeeding years. An economical grade for gardeners 
who are willing to wait a year or two for a bigger bush. 


Grape AA: This is the same as American Association of Nur- 
serymen Grade 1. Plants have bigger roots and are heavier 
branched. than Grade A, and have 3 or more canes.

Grave AAA: The giants of the nursery row. Plant is bigger than 
Wards AA Grade.

HOW TO BE SURE OF HIGH QUALITY ROSE PLANTS 


The American Association of Nurserymen has established a 
standard method of grading roses. In addition Wards Roses have 
many hidden qualities, such asthe care they receive in the field. 


All Wards roses have been field grown two years, withstood 
one winter, and have bloomed at least once. They are dug 
during dormancy, and scientifically stored in an air conditioned 
humidified storehouse to keep them dormant and ready for ship- 
ment. All are backed by Wards Warranty (See Page 64). 


Bush roses, and Tree roses bought from Wards and planted 
early will bloom the same season. Hybrid Tea climbers and 
Hardy Old Fashioned Climbers planted in spring will bloom 
each successive year on wood made the previous summer. 


Roses may be planted spring or tall, (except tree roses spring 
only) and with care usually last for years. In certain sections of 
the south, Roses do not become dormant, and therefore die with- 
in a few years. However, in this area Roses are so beautiful that 
no garden should be without them. Plant roses in late fall and 
winter in the south and southwest. 


BE WILLING TO PROTECT YOUR INVESTMENT 


Like so many of the other things we treasure, nursery stock is 
deserving of a certain amount of care. Yet too often we plant it 
and then leave the plants to the mercy of the elements. 


Unlike most purchases which depreciate with age, nursery stock 
becomes increasingly valuable. Given reasonable care, it will 
respond with healthy growth and bountiful bloom that will more 
than repay you for the relatively little time required. 


Because nursery stock is a living, growing thing, it is dependant 
upon an adequate supply of food, water, light and air. Nature 
usually supplies these basic essentials, but frequently there is a 
lack of one or the other. To maintain a healthy plant, we must 
provide whatever Nature withholds. Thorough watering during 
prolonged heat, is a necessity. Occasional applications of plant 
food speeds growth, and a regular program of spraying or dust- 
ing to control insects and fungus—insures abundant, lush, green 
foliage. Plants should be spaced far enough apart so they do not 
have to struggle for existence. Follow these precautions, and 
your plants will thrive and grow more beautiful each year. 


Success with any nursery stock begins with good plant material. 
When comparing advertisements for nursery stock, bear in 
mind that age alone should not be the determining factor. Many 
nurseries fail to state the grade or quality of the merchandise 
they ship. To simply state ‘’2-year field-grown”’ is not enough. 
Two plants may be the same age, and growing side by side; yet 
one isstrong and healthy, the other puny and weak. Wards take 
pride in the size and quality of nursery stock shipped to their 
customers.

All plants listed in this Catalog may be expected to succeed over a 
wide area if given reasonable care. Even those not especially recom- 
mended for your zone have much to offer in the way of gardening 
adventure. You may be able to grow, and enjoy plants not generally 
grown in your area, and this kind of adventure will require only a 
little extra care to provide the conditions necessary to the plant, but 
not natural to your garden, such as giving the plant a more sheltered 
location or providing acid soil where necessary. (Be sure to read 
Wards Nursery stock Warranty on Page 64.) 

Some shrubs or small trees thrive best when sheltered from either 
hot, dry winds, or from severe cold winds, and are so indicated in this 
catalog by the phrase: ‘’Plant in sheltered position.’’ These plants 
should be used near a building or windbreak or where other tall 
growing shrubs or trees will shelter them from hot or cold wind that 
might keep them from attaining fullest beauty. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY THE TERM “HARDY” 


“Hardy” indicates that a plant will endure the cold in the area 
designated. Perennials may die back to the ground, but the root 
system remains alive to produce new growth and increased beauty 
each spring. Trees and Shrubs are considered hardy when the en- 
tire woody structure remains alive through the winter. 


Great caution has been exercised to give you completely accurate 
information, but it must be remembered that there may be zones in 
which a particular plant may be successfully grown in one ared, 
while in some small neighboring section, the same plant will not 
thrive. It is impossible to cover all varying factors. While some plants 
may be able to endure the cold of a particular zone, other elements 
may determine the success or failure of a plant such as prolonged 
summer heat, hot drying winds, lack of moisture, soil variations, 
too great or insufficient acid in the soil, amount of snow, etc. All may 
determine the degree of success you may expect to achieve. 
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minimum temperature for the years 1895 to 1935. Find the zone in 
which you live, then see descriptions for plants suited to your parti- 
cular zone. Let these zone references be your guide to plants that 
will be easiest to grow and will thrive best in your area. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY '/WINTER PROTECTION” 


In studying various plant listings in this Catalog you will tind the 
phrase: ‘’Needs winter protection,”’ or, ‘‘Protect in winter in severe 
climates.’’ The winter protection of all plants varies with the type of 
plant as follows: 


Roses, for example, must be given adequate winter protection 
in severe climates. Complete directions will be given in the planting 
guide which is sent with your order, but briefly, it means that the 
soil should be heaped about the plants, after the first light freeze, 
to protect the canes. With this care, beautiful roses can be grown 
even in severe climates. You'll be repaid in finer roses. 


A MULCH SHOULD PROTECT, NOT SMOTHER PLANTS 


Most Perennials require winter protection north of Zone 6. Wherever 
snow does not provide a continuous winter cover, they must be 
given a mulch consisting of two to four inches of clean wheat straw, 
buckwheat hulls, shredded cornstalks or peat moss. Fine-textured 
mulches such as manure and peat moss may be cultivated into the 
soil the following spring. A covering of evergreen or other branches 
that will catch the snow, shade it, and thus keep it from melting too 
quickly, is also beneficial. A mulch should provide a covering, but 
should not be a heavy, airtight matting of leaves or grass clippings 
which produces heat and might smother the plants. 


All mulches should be applied after the ground has frozen the 
first time, to keep the ground frozen and prevent plants from being 
heaved out of the earth by alternate freezing and thawing in late. 
fall and early spring. Coarse mulches such as branches, cornstalks 
or hay should be removed early in the spring to prevent mold and 
to permit sun and air to reach the new growth. It is best to do this 
a little at a time over a two or three-week period. This allows the 


- tender new shoots to harden off and keeps them protected trom pos- 


sible late spring trosts. Protection will mean more luxuriant growth.

The location of your windbreak will de- 
pend on the direction of prevailing cold or 
hot winds; normal snow-fall; buildings, 
orchards, or crops to be protected.

For Evergreen 
windbreak, plant 2 rows 20 ft. apart, 
trees 20 ft. apart in row.

FOR EASE AND SUCCESS IN LANDSCAPING CHOOSE SHRUBS AND TREES ESPECIALLY SUITED TO YOUR AREA 


The recommendations given below do not mean that these are the only plants 
suited to that area. The recommendations are intended as a guide to selecting 
plants that seem to thrive unusually well under these conditions. 


Ir You GARDEN IN A MILD CLIMATE: Broadleaf Evergreens are favored because 
their foliage is beautiful all year around. These include Camellias, Azaleas, 
Gardenias, Abelia Grandiflora, Nandina, Daphne and the beautifully ber- 
ried Pyracanthas. Deciduous shrubs lose their leaves in winter, but provide 
such beautiful bloom in season that they are very worthwhile. Among these 
are Spireas, Hydrangeas, Honeysuckles, Altheas, Coronarius Mockorange, 
Flowering Quince, Buddleia, Hypericum, Kerria and Crapemyrtle. In the 
list of trees are Pines, Oaks, Soft Maple, Dogwood, Flowering Crab, Redbud, 
Purple Fringe, Mimosa, Magnolia, Tulip Tree and Flowering Peach. 


Ir You GARDEN IN A SEVERE CLIMATE: Your shrub border may include Lilacs, 
Old Fashioned Snowball, Juneberry (or Shadblow), the Mockoranges—espe- 
cially Minnesota Snowflake, the Spireas, Hydrangea A.G. and P.G., Flower- 
ing Quince, Purple Leaf Plum, the Honeysuckles including the delightful 
dwarf Clavey’s Honeysuckle, and Coral Bark Dogwood, the red branches of 
which are so beautiful against the snowy landscape. Trees include Willow,

Hybrid Tea Roses, Floribundas 
and Climbing Roses are usually spectacularly beautiful if they have been 
well protected. The Paul’s Scarlet Rose Climber is highly recommended. 


For Hot Dry Ciimates plant the Oleanders which stand extreme heat, the 
Buddleias, Beautybush, Coralberry, Barberry and Privet.

In areas of partial shade use Forsythia, 
the Hydrangeas, Spireas, Mockorange, Lilacs, Honeysuckle (Lonicera tata- 
rica), Beauty Bush, Kerria, Sweetshrub, Juneberry, Azalea and Abelia 
Grandiflora.

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HOW TO ENJOY OUTDOOR LIVING 


Even a small lot can have a corner for each 
member of the family to pursue his favorite 
back-yard pastime. For greatest enjoyment 
you'll need to plan for shade (see at right), 
as well as for the necessary privacy. 


If you have a large area, a deep border 
of shrubs will be the best way to secure pri- 
vacy. In the average back yard this can 
best be achieved by combining shrubs with 
a fence or low wall, or with hedge. In any 
case shrubs should fill out the corners in 
wide sweeping curves. A garden hose can 
be laid to help you achieve the proper 
curve when you plan your border. 


Where a little depth is possible, choose 
plants of various heights. Tall shrubs tor the 
background might include Old Fashioned 
Snowball, Crapemyrtle, Beautybush, Al- 
thea, Rose Tree of China or Camellias and 
Rhododendrons. In low sections of the bor- 
der or the foreground of a deep curve, plant 
Coralberry, the Hydrangeas, Spirea Froe- 
bel, Flowering Almond, Dwarf Deutzia, 
Dwarf Cranberry and Azalea Mollis. 


Set plants in an irregular manner, using _ 


three or more ot a variety to give a massed 
effect of bloom. Remember to provide low 
connecting links in your border so that 
breezes may come in from any direction. 


HOUSE FRONT PLANTING. If you'd like to 
step from your door into springtime, and 
still maintain an attractive planting the rest 
of the season, this is an excellent combina- 
tion. For (1) use six plants of Pink Flowering 
Almond Shrub. For (2) use one PfitzerJuniper 
Evergreen. For the corner spot (3) use Red- 
bud Flowering Tree. Fill area (4) with Vinca 
Minor and scattered spring flowering bulbs. 


HOW TO GET QUICK EFFECTS 


If you want to give your home a new look, 
or if you want to give a new home an 
established appearance as quickly as 
possible, your best short-cut is to plant 
fast-growing trees and shrubs. For first 
year effectiveness aground a new house 
you may fill in with a few annuals. 


Chinese Elm is considered to be the 
fastest growing desirable shade tree. Soft 
Maple and Sycamore are also fast grow- 
ing. To get a tall screen in a short time, 
plant a row of Lombardy Poplars, or plant 
a tall hedge of Honeysuckle, Old Fash- 
ioned Snowball bushes, or Privet. 


Some shrubs may be selected to bloom 
the first season. These include Virginal 
Mockorange, the Hydrangeas, and Wei- 
gela Vanicek. French Lilacs will bloom 
the second year. Hybrid Tea Roses bloom 
the first year, but climbing roses aren’t 
ready to bloom until the second year. 
Floribunda roses make excellent fillers in 
spaces between young evergreens. 


Some annuals planted from seed will 
give you a shrubby effect for one year. 
These include Balsam, Four O‘Clocks, 
Mexican Fire Bush, Nicotiana and Salvia. 
You'll find these and others on Pages 30 
and 31 among the Flower Seeds. 


INSIDE CORNER PLANTING. This can be 
an interesting plan tor almost any dull or 
unattractive corner. For (1) use four or six 
of either Pink Flowering Almond Shrub or 
of A.G. Hydrangeashrub. For (2) try either 
Sweetshrub or Dwarf Winged Euonymus. 
For (3) lay a curve with your garden 
hose and from the curve to the corner fill 
the area with Vinca Minor ground cover. 


HOW TO PLANT A TREE FOR BEST EFFECT 


Trees are the most important plants in your 
garden plan. If you have a new home it is 
helpful to locate your trees first and: plan 
their purpose thoughtfully. If you are plant- 
ing tor shade remember the sun moves 
northward in summer. Locate the tree so 
the shadow falls where you want it during 
the hot summer months. : 


American Elm is tall and spreads its 
branches to let in-evening breezes. Maple 
will give dense shade in summer and a dis- 
play of autumn color later. Moraine Locust 
filters the light to the lawn below making it 
easier to maintain. If these trees are too 
large and will overpower your house at 
maturity, choose a smaller tree such as 
Flowering Crab or Paul's Scarlet Haw- 
thorne, or turn to the fruit tree pages and ~ 
order an Apple or a Cherry tree which will — 
provide bloom in spring and fruit in fall. 


For parkway planting choose a tree that 
is not too large such as Chinese Elm, Pin 


-Oak-er Maple. Flowering trees may be used 


to break a line of a fence or hedge, add 
height to the shrub border, accent a gate- 
way or help conceal a garage. You may 
also plant one or two trees that will eventu- 
ally silhouette your house or frame it from 
the street or road view. 


ALONG SIDE OF HOUSE WITH FENCE OP- 
POSITE. Even this narrow strip, if sunny, 
can be dignified and lovely. For (1) use 
Prunifolia Spirea, the double early white 
Bridal Wreath.

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WHAT TO PLANT IN FOUNDATION PLANTINGS 


If you have a house built low to the ground, 
such as a ranch-type home, these shrubs 
have been specially chosen to meet your 
landscape needs. They remain low enough 
to retain the spacious charm of your home, 
they won't grow up to obstruct the view, 
and you'll always have plenty of light and 
air. The recommendations given below indi- 
cate a few of many ways in which these 
shrubs may be combined with each other 
and with low growing shrubs on other pages.

2. Be sure you know the Caliper of Tree (the trunk diameter) taken at the base of the tree, 
two inches above the crown. This is more important than height. : 


3. Be assured that the trees you buy are all disease-free, true-to-name varieties, and that 
they are from parent trees whose bearing characteristics have been proven. 4 


4. Be sure that the tree has been topped and pruned in the Nursery Row to assure good 
sturdy branches that will be least likely to break off when loaded with fruit, or in wind.

Mepium Size. Trees come 4 to 5 feet tall. Caliper measures %¢5 to 114g inch. This size has larger roots, 
more branches.

Orders received too late for planting in the fall will 
be held until the following spring. This, of course, will apply only to 
plants, trees and bulbs that may be planted in the following season.

FLOWERS FOR SEVERE CLIMATES: Some of the most beautitul peren- 
nials are at their best in the northern areas. These include the stately 
Pacific Hybrid Delphinium and Peonies. To fill out your perennial 
garden and provide all season bloom, use Bearded Iris, Dianthus, 
Sweet William, Columbine, Creeping Phlox, Sweet Peas, Gaillar- 
dia, Daisy, Veronica, Baby's Breath, Bleeding Heart, Poppies, 
Phlox, Daylilies, Hollyhock and Hardy Asters. The Chicago Strain of 
Hardy Chrysanthemums have the highest degree of frost resistance. 
Any of the bulbs will also thrive in your garden. Summer Flowering 
bulbs (Gladiolus, Dahlias, Begonias, Lilies) should be planted after 
danger of frost.
